How many people iu Honolulu 


know there are three Japanese and 
two Chinese papers published here? 
And again, bow many people know 
anything of tbe methods of publica- 
tion, frequency of issue, or in fact, 
any thing about them? The answer is 
patent to all, and it is expressed iu the 
two little words, "Very few." 


And yet these five newspapers give 


employment to a large number of peo- 
ple, editors, managers, book-keepers, 
collectors, compositors and pressmen. 


There is a vast difference between a 


Chinese and a Japanese printing of- 
fice. In tbe former everything, even 
to a small advertising pester, is care- 
fully pencilled out with India ink on 
a sheet of paper tbe exact size of tbe 
page to be printed. 
From tbe editor 


these sheets are passed to tbe en- 
graver and lithographer. In this class 
of woik the Chinese are rtioat expert. 
Contrary to the general rule, they use 
no type, everything is lithographed on 
stone and printed therefrom. 
These 


stones after tbe edition bas been print- 
ed, are plaued oft and used over again. 
Tbe office of tbe Hawaiian Chinese 
News, on King street, la conspicuous 
more for tbe total absence of type 
than anything else. 
Tbe visitor will 


see an ordinary old fashioned printing 
press of-the style la vogue a hundred 
years ago, and a lithograph stone ly- 
ing on the bed thereof. The press, al- 
though made in China, is an almost 
exact reproduction of the old Wash- 
ington band press, so well-known to 
every.American printer. Tbe method 
of printing is exactly tbe same as that 
of tbe time of Guttenberg. 
Tbe Hawaiian Chinese News is tbe 


oldest of the Chinese papers iu Hono- 
lulu, but, like other papers, it bas its 
ups and downs and opposition publi- 
cations. At present there are two 
regular Chinese papers published in 
the city, but the Ntws seems to have 
a monopoly of tbe business. This 
office turns out a large amount of 
poster work—a favorite method of 
Celestial advertising The paper is 
well patronized by Caucasion mer 
chauU>, its columns showing tbe names 
of nearly all tbe prominent merchants 
in~ town. 
These advertisements are 


printed iu squares, the name of tbe 
merchant being printed ia English, 
and tbe description of bis wares iu 
Chinese. 
In the Japanese printing offices a 


very different state of affairs exists. 
Instead of printing their matter on 
one side of a large sheet of paper 
which is folded so that tbe blank fide 
always comes on the innide, the Jap- 
anese newspaper comes out in as 
many different forms as its American 
rivals. 
There are three of these printed in 


Honolulu, tbe most prominent of 
which is the Hawaiian Suinpo, hav- 
ing its office on Nuuanf street over 
the old sodawater factory. The pages 
of this paper are about 9x12 inches in 
size but there are thirty-six of them. 
It is issued weekly under the talented 
editorship of Mr. B. Sbimizu. About 
half of Its space is occupied with 
advertising matter, the balance being 
devoted to editorial writing, which in 
a Japanese paper covers everything 
in tbe shape of uewa. 


Other Japanese papers are the Ho 


nolulu Hocbi, a semi weekly with a 
circulation of about 300, confined 
mostly to these Islands and the 
Hawaiian 
Bhimbun. 
It may be 


of interest to state tbe meaning of 
these Japanese names. Shinpo means 
literally, "news;" hochi, "report;" 
and shimbun, "what one bears " The 
r-hinpo bas a circulation of over 1000, 
extending from London to Tokio. 


Japanese newspapers are printed 


from metal type, the same aa English 
ones, but whereas an English or 
American newspaper office bas le.«s 
than 100 different characters, an ordi- 
nary Japanese office has 4000 at least. 
Their alphabet contains forty seven 
letters to commence with, and their 
language some 200,000 word*, each one 
of which is expressed by a separate 
character. Of these words 4000 are 
in general every day use, and no mat- 
ter how small the printing office may 
be fonts 
of type containing from 


twenty to fifty of each of these char- 
acters must be kept on hand. Instead 
of being thrown loosely into hose?, as 
with American type, they are care 
fully stacked up ia racks ranged aloug 
the walls. 


Probably no lietter idea of a Japan- 


ese printing office can be otame I than 
from a recent article on the wuiijeot by 
Henry Norman, published in "Real 
Japan," from wblch the following U 
extracted: 


"They are very keen journalists in 


the laud of the chrysanthemum; hut 
it must be allowed that the buhiimsfi 
is carried on under dlfflpultinp from 
which even 
the 
hardened Western 


uewepaper man might 
shrink up- 


palled. 
' 


"The Japanese written and printed 


characters consist of th«- Chinese ideo- 
graphs, those 
complicate 
sanare 


figures made up of an apparent Jum- 


ble of yifizags and crosses ami 
and triangles and tails—'the foot- 
prints of a drunkeu fly' —and of the 
original Japanese syllabaiy, called 
kana. 


"Of the former there are 20,000m 


all, of which perhaps 14,000 constitute 
the scholars' vocabulary, aud no fewer 
than 4000 are iu common daily use, 
while tbe forty-seven simple charac- 
ters of the kana are known to every- 
body. Therefore tbe Japanese com- 
positor has to be prepared to place ID 
his stick any one of over 4000 different 
types—truly an appalling task. 
"From the nature of tbe problem 
seveml consequences naturally follow. 
First, he mu*t be &• good deal of a 
scholar Li'mself to recognize all these 
Instantly, and accurately. Secondly, 
bis eyesight suffers fearfully, and he 
generally wears a huge pair of magni- 
fying gopgles; and third, as It i» phy- 
sically impossible for any one man 
to reach 4000 types, a totally different 
method of arrangement has to be de- 
vised.- 


"The 'typo,' therefore, of whom 


there are only three or four on a 
paper, Bits at a little table at one end 
of a large room, with tbe case con- 
taining nis forty seven kana syllables 
before him. From end to end of tbe 
room tali cases of type are arranged 
like tbe shelves in a crowded library, 
a passage of three feet wide being left 
between each two. 


"The compositor receives his copy 
in large pieces, which be cuts into 
little 'takes,' and bands each of thet-e 
to one pf half a-dozen boys who assist 
him. The boy takes this and proceeds 
to walk about among tbe cases till be 
bas collected each of tbe ideographs, 
or square Chinese picture words, omit- 
ing all the kana syllables which con- 
nect them. 
"While these boys are running to 


and fro snatching up the types and 
jostling each other, they keep up a 
constant chant, singing the name of 
the character they are looking for, as 
they cannot recognize it till they hear 
Its sound, the ordinary lower-class 
Japanese not understanding his daily 
paper unless he reads aloud." 


All of tbe type and presses used by 


tbe Japanese in this city Is manufac- 
tured in Tokio foundries. There are 
also type foundries in Yokohama and 
other cities, but those of Tokio manu- 
facture the best and most durable, 
and, to the economical Japanese mind, 
this ie quite a consideration.

Shortly after the ADVERTISER went 


to press on Monday morning a mys- 
terious explosion startled those who 
were about at that early boar. Inves- 
tigation showed that it occurred at a 
house owned by a native named Ka- 
halewai at Kamoiliili. 
Police Cap- 


tain Scott found an old native named 
Papa, who lived in the bouse, but 
who bad been awakened the evening 
before by his blankets taking fire 
fftnauoll stove. The old man was 
scared at the occurreuce and after put- 
ting out the fire aud throwing tbe oil 
atove out of doors, went to the house 
of a neighbor, some 200 yards distant, 
where he spent the night until awaK- 
ened by tbe noise of the explosion. 
To this actlpn oil his part be probably 
owes bis present existence. 


The bouse is an ordinary two-roomed 


cottage with lean-to In the rear. The 
explosion took place either in or under 
tbe lean to, part of wblcb was used 
by tbe old man as a sleeping place 
and the rest as a kitchen. 
Tbe force 


of tbe explosion knocked tbe rear 
portion of tbe house into kindling 
wood, pieces of tbe wreck being 
picked up flftj^ yards away. 
Ev- 


ery window in tbe bouse was shat- 
tered, tbe rear door leading to tbe 
kitchen blown off its binges, and 
even tbe panels of the front door blown 
out.In spite, of the most rigid inves- 
tigation, no cause can be assigned 
for tbe explosion. No one who lived 
on or about tbe premises had any idea 
of any powder being there, Although 
considerable blasting was done in the 
vicinity some time ago. Tbe police 
have advanced the theory that the 
explosion came from one of tbe bombs 
dropped by Nowlein and his party, 
who were arrested close to the pre- 
mises. Even if it were eo, tbe mys- 
tery of bow it became ignited is still 
unsolved. 


VOLCANO PICTURE SOLD. 


Mr. Hitchcock's Painting Will Go 


to England. 


Howard Hitchcock's celebrated 


picture representing the blow-hole 
at the Volcano has been sold by 
Mr. C. D. Chase to the Hon. James 
B. M. Lingard Monk of the Con- 
servative Club, London. 


This painting, one of Mr. Hitch- 


cock's best, represents the active 
blow-hole that opened on the rising 
sides of Halemaumau in April, 
1894. 


It presaged another "Little Beg- 


gar," a marked feature of Kilauea 
as late as 1887. 


The action of this new opening 


was, however, short lived and last- 
ed barely two weeks. 


Fortunately tbe artist visited 


the Volcano during its activity and 
from sketches and studies then 
made painted this picture which, 
as a realistic representation of furi- 
ous activity and suppressed vol- 
canic force has not been surpassed 
in his own work, nor even by that 
of the late Tavernier. 
Standing as 


near the fire-vent as is safe, with 
the internal glow lighting its rag- 
ged edges, supplemented by the 
indications of fire already showing 
over the edges of the main fire- 
lake above in tbe gathering dusk, 
one feels transported to the scene 
itself, almost conscious of the rum- 
blings and vibrations of the hidden 
forces beneath the broken surface 
of the darker lavas. In the dis- 
tance, just showing, is a portion of 
the surrounding crater walls, while 
the sky shows murky and discol- 
ored through the rising vapors and 
sulphurous gases. 


This picture, is a faithful repre- 


sentation of one of nature's sub- 
lime forces and may well be class- 
ed as one of the artist's best ef- 
forts

"See those fellows over there io 


that boat on the Kinan's wharf," 
said Harbor Policeman Patterson 
yesterday afternoon. 
"They are 


bending over now and have their 
eyes directed on a spot near the 
center of the circle which they 
form. 
Now you see them sit np. 


Some are disappointed and there 
id one who seems to be in good 
spirits. They ara playing at a 
game of chance called 'Russian 
War.'" 


"A small piece of canvas with 


six figures in aa many squares is 
spread oat before a lot of gamblers. 
A player pats his money down on 
a certain one of the figures. A 
box containing three dice each, 
marked with the same figure repre- 
sented on the canvas, is shaken. 
Should a figure on one dice corre- 
spond to the one on which the 
'player' has placed his stake, then 
the banker is forced to give him 
the amount called for. 
Should 


two dice turn up with the same 
figure the player gets twice the 
amount from the banker. 
In case 


of three, the amount is trebled." 


"I have been watching the pro- 


gress of this game for the past 
week. 
The crowd that you see 


yonder is made up entirely of na- 
tive boys whose-4ges do not exceed 
twenty years. They never seem to 
be doing any work, and yet are al- 
ways 'flush.' 
Where they get the 


money from is a mystery to me. I 
have sent persons around to watch 
the game and these have reported 
to me that the stakes run as high 
as a dollar. Of course the banker 
is the winner in the end, as usual. 


"The boat is a very convenient 


place for them, since they can hide 
the gambling apparatus whenever 
any 
police special 
approaches. 


Again, they have full survey of all 
the approaches. As soon as I get 
anywhere near the place those ras- 
cals at once get up on the gunwale 
of the boat and commence discus- 
sing the news of the day. 


"Nothing can be done unless they 


are 'nabbed' in the act of gambling, 
and that is not so easy as it looks 
on first sight. 
Yon 
can see 


them from a distance and you can 
hear them talking about gambling, 
but to catch them is an entirely 
different matter." 


About 5 o'clock yesterday, owing 


to information sent to the police 
station, a squad of mounted and 
unmounted 
police 
surrounded

Company B and Other Comrades at 


Charles L. Carter's Grave. 


bhortly after 1 o'clock Sunday, 


the members of Volunteer Com- 
panies B, A and C, together with 
the Government band and 
four 


platoons of police, met outside the 
barracks in preparation for the 
march to Nuuanu cemetery for the 
purpose of decorating the grave of 
Charles Carter. 


The procession started with the 


platoons of native police, com- 
manded by Captain Robert Parker, 
next came Professor Berger with 
his band, followed by Companies 
B, A and C, in the order given. 
The rear was brought up by a 
wagonette, in which were Liotenant- 
Colonel Soper (Adjutant^General), 
and Major Potter, of the President's 
staff; Lieutenant-Colonel Fisher, 
Captain Ashley (Quartermaster), 
Captain Gartenberg (Ordnance de- 
partment), Captain Cooper (Sur- 
geon) of the Regimental staff, and 
Captain Camara. 


The order of tbe march was down 


Hotel street, up Fort to Beretauia, 
on Beretania to Nuuanu, and up 
Nuuanu to the cemetery. Arriving 
there, the band was stationed near 
the grave, the platoons of police 
were swung around into line, while 
the military companies marched to 
places directly opposite. The police 
and the military formed an avenue 
up which the officers, a corporal 
and three privates of Company B 
marched, carrying flowers wrought 
into various designs for tbe decora- 
tion of their comrade's grave. The

He grasped it, put it on 
and smiled serenely.

hau another boat was dashed upon 
the rocks and severely damaged. 
Nothing was lost as other boats 
were close at hand.

About 11 o'clock last night a 


boat came in to the tugboat wharf 
and reported the whaler G-ayhead 
on fire. 


The alarm was immediately sent 


out and the crew of the tugboat 
summoned. The tug was fired up, 
and within twenty minutes after 
the alarm bad been sent in was on 
the way to the assistance of the 
vessel, which lay at anchor outside 
the harbor. The tug was preceded 
by the launnh from the Philadel- 
phia, under command of Lieuten- 
ant Werhlich. 


On reaching the vessel it was 


found that the fire had be.en started 
in the lower hold, and though a 
volume of smoke poured from the 
forehatch and the forecastle, the 
crew had kept the flames down 
with the small hose on board the 
ship. 


Streams were quickly put on 


from the tug and the Philadelphia 
launch. 


The captain, who has been stop- 


ping at the Arlington, weril out 
on the tug. He stated that there 
was nothing but casks in the hold 
and the natural inference is drawn 
that the fire must have been set by 
some of the crew. The story told 
by the crew is that about 10 o'clock 
while 
in 
the 
forc'sle 
playing 


cards one of their number noticed 
an odor as of tar burning^ He 
called attention to the fact and 
about the same time the men on 
watch noticed smoke issuing from 
the fore hatch. The fire bad gain- 
ed such a headway that the deck 
and batch were thoroughly heated. 
A boat was sent ashore at once and 
the crew stood by with buckets 
and the meagre fire apparatus of 
the ship. 


It was impossible to get at the 


flames and the water from steamer 
pumps had to be poured indtgctirn- 
inately into tbe hold. After pomp- 
ing for about half an hour with 
apparently little effect it was de- 
cided 'to bring the vessel in the 
harbor, near enough to the wharf 
eo that hose could be run from 
the shore. Deputy Marshal Brown 
came in on the launch and called 
out the fire department, and tbe 
vessel was towed in to within a few 
feet of the tugboat wharf. At 2 
o'clock' the engines were still at 
work 
and 
the hatches .smok- 


ing, with the prospect that the fire 
would be entirely eubdued in a few 
hours. 


Tbe crew of the Gayhead are a 


pretty hard-looking lot, being made 
up principally of Portuguese and 
negroes. 
They will be watched 


closely, as setting the firo is thought 
to be a scheme to escape the long 
voyage to the North seas, whence 
the vessel was soon to set sail. 


At the hour of going to press the 


fire was reported out, and the ves- 
sel was being pumped out. 


Investigation Fails to Bring the 


Incendiary to Light. 


Consul Mills held an investiga- 


tion Saturday on board the whaler 
Gayhead to determine the origin of 
the Friday evening fire. While the 
fire was undoubtedly the work of 
an incendiary, nothing could be 
brought out to place suspicion on 
any member of the orew. 


The captain and officers of the 


ship state there has been no trouble 
among the men. They assert thai 
the crew is one of the best they 
have sailed with for many trips. 


The fire started in a pile of cask 


shocks. The damage to tbe vessel 
is immaterial, but on account of 
tbe vessel being flooded with salt 
water, all the water casks in the 
hold will have to be refilled 
This 


will necessitate quite a delay in 
port. 
The vessel remains off the 


tugboat wharf and is under police 
surveillance to prevent desertion of 
any of the crew

The regular monthly meeting of the 


Honolulu Missionary Children's So- 
ciety was held last Saturday night at 
the residence of P. C.. Jones, forty-five 
persons being present. 


After the usual opening exercises of 


scripture reading and prayer, the 
minutes of the previous meeting were 
read and approved. 


The board of directors recommended 


to the society the name of \V. E. 
Beokwlth. The rules were suspended 
and the secretary notified to cast a 
unanimous ballot in favor of the gen- 
tleman as a member of the society. 
Mr. Beckwith is the new teacher of 
book-keeping at Funabou College. 


The music committee of which Miss 


Grace Richards Is chairman, pre- 
sented a piano and cornet duet by 
Miss Smith and Miss Jones respec- 
tively, The selection was heartily 
enjoyed and put every one in a good 
mood for the literary entertainment 
which followed. 


The Maile Wreath committee pre- 


sented papers by Mrs. A. B. Soares, 
Mr. A. N. Crockett of Punabou Col- 
lege, Rev. Kenneth Duncan, chaplain 
of Kamebameba School and Mrs. Dr. 
Whitney. 
Mrs. Soares gave a very interesting 


review of the deterioration of the Por- 
tuguese people from past times of 
greatness to tbeir present condition. 
She dwelt on the city of Lisbon and 
gave many instances of the fame and 
greatness of the Portuguese, bemoan- 
ing their fate at the present time and 
hoping for tbeir success In the future. 
The speaker referred to her journey 
from Portugal, her native 
land, 


to sunny 
France, 
to 
England, 
across the Atlantic to 
America 
and then to tbe Hawaiian Islands. 
While on her journey wherever she 
happened to find tbe Portuguese they 
always made manifest tbe love of lib- 
erty which is so strong among the 
race. Tbe paper e&ded with an ap- 
peal for the Portuguese. They are a 
a receptive race and when the gospel 
is onee instilled in their hearts they 
never forsake it. The mission on Mil- 
ler street in this city was referred to 
and its very meager and almost dis- 
appointing beginning contrasted with 
its present prosperous and encourag- 
ing condition. 


Mrs. Soares was followed by Mr. A. 
N. Crockett with a paper on, "My 
Trip to Hualalai." An acconnt of tbe 
journey from begining to end was 
given. What impressed the speaker 
most was the view he gained from a 
spot near the summit of the moun- 
tain. The view in the distance was 
beautiful beyond description. It was 
about the hour of sunset. The clouds 
could be seen gradually collecting 
around tbe mountain, making a solid 
white and fleecy expanse with tbe 
appearance of snow. The sun was 
gradually enveloped and in trying to 
escape the network, cast shadows 
here and there. Soon came tbe after- 
glow and tbe white clouds began to 
arrange themselves into various forms, 
at length disappearing and leaving 
only tbe pleasant remembrance. The 
whole panorama which lasted but a 
few minutes was very impressive, 
making one think of the sublimity of 
the force behind the clouds. 
Kev. Kenneth Duncan presented a 


paper entitled "The Psychology of 
the Tenement House," which was a 
review of Mr. Saaborn's article in tbe 
Forum, entitled "Tbe Anatomy of 
the-Tenement House." The speaker- 
rather deprecated the article, in that 
it dwelt upon statistics' showing the 
squalid and dirty conditions surround- 
ing the poor unfortunate inmates of 
the tenement bouses. He did not be- 
lieve that a disclosing of such facts 
could possibly better their conditions 
Tbe matter should bo entered into 
with a more Christ-like splnt—with 
more of an eye to cause and effect, and 
with more of tbe genuine spirit of 
help. The speaker closed with some 
quotations from Victor Hugo's "Lea 
Mlserables," bearing upon tbe main 
topic of bis discussion. 
Mrs. Dr. Whitney read a paper on 
"Helen's Emergency," handed her 
by some contributor. In it was re- 
lated tbe experiences of a school girl 
who had been to Weliesley College. 
While there her teachers bad related 
many instances of emergency as cor- 
rectly or4ncorrectly Interpreted. She 
left college on account of tbe sickness 
of a member of the family, and kept 
thinking, from time to time, bow she 
would act when an emergency pre- 
sented itself. Just as she bad pat out 
tbe light one nJght before retiring to 
bed she pat her bead out of tbe 
window, guided by some impulse. 
She was astonished (o find a ladder 
directly below it. On looking closer, a 
dark form was seen to ascend slowly. 
The girl withdrew and tbe object con- 
tinued to ascend until it reached the

advance of Christianity. 


THE Marquis of Salisbury re- 


cently told the English House of 
Lords that the enormous growth of 
protection in France, Germany and 
America bad everywhere choked 
British commerce, and that the 
prosperity of England depends on 
the opening of new territory with- 
out delay. Though these remarks 
were made in connection with the 
opening of the Uganda railway, 
Americans may well take cogniz- 
ance of the sentiments, in their 
disposition of the Nicaragua canal 
affairs. 
While England may be 


satisfied to allow the United States 
to construct and control the canal, 
it 
cannot afford 
to 
have the 


advance of its 
enormous com- 


merce checked because politicians 
want to play into tho hands of rail- 
way corporations. Americans must 
either accept or reject this com- 
mercial plum, and that right soon. 


REV. 
DR. HDTCHIXB, in his re- 


marks upon the ''Momentum of the 
Kingdom of Christ," gave an able 
presentation of facts which are de- 
cidedly bard nuts for the religious 
pessimist to crack. Though the 
world is far from perfect, the nu- 
merical advance toward a higher 
plane of moral life is steadily in- 
creasing. 
What though in the 


slums of civilized New York the 
lowest type of human and spiritual 
degradation can be found? 
What 


of it if the ram traffic and other 
wiooo did aJrauce wliD Ifie mission- 
ary, or some so-called Christians 
turn out to be hypocrites, and a 
thousand and one similar arguments 
that can be brought against the 
Church? It still remains true that 
the number of Christians in the 
world today is larger than ever be- 
fore. If sin could be wiped out in a 
day or a century, the millennium 
would have dawned on us long ago. 
There is a great deal to be done in 
civilizing the civilized nation?, but 
it is a poor religion 
which the 


present shortcomings among its 
followers will not stir to renewed 
tffort in the future.

RETROSPECT OF THE REBELLION 


Political conditiuiib "t the coun- 


try, 
as connected w i t h and influ- 


enced by the recent eaibro»ho, have 
reached such a state that it is pos- 
bible to look over the two months 
passed and note with what wisdom 
and strength the Government has 
wrought 
While we can hardly 


rise to tin- heights reached by a 
local orator, who epoke of the re- 
bellion as the "bloodiest revolution 
of the nineteenth century," it can 
i 


be truthfully said that there has 
been no more important crisis in | 
ihe history of the country 
There ' 


wa- indeed, very little bloodshed. 
One killed and thrde wounded 
covep-cdueualities on the Govern- 
ment side 
Of the insurgents, two 


are known to have been killed. 
Others are reported kil'ed, but the j 
fact tha,t one of thsse men turned j 
up a few weeks after the fighting 
was at an end shows that little de- 
pendence is to be placed on the re- 
ports from the rebel ranks. 


The military strength of the Re- 


public and tho perfection of its or- 
ganization was demonstrated by 
he ability to place nearly one 
thousand men under arms, and in 
position to guard the streets of the 
iity, -within an hour of the sound- 
ing of the first alarm. The un- 
known power of the Citizens' Guard, 
which many royalists dubbed a 
myth, proved a tower of strength 
of no mean proportions. With this 
and the regular and volunteer mil- 
itary companies, the Government 
bad fully twelve hundred men 
ready for act;ve service on the 
morning of January 7th. The in- 
surgents may have mustered five 
hundred men, but before the fight- 
ing began there were many deser- 
tions, until on the first morning of 
the rebellion Wilcox and Nowlein 
had possibly one hundred and fif^y 
men with them, more than harlf of 
whom, according to their own tes- 
timony, were ready to throw down 
their arms and get back to town as 
best they could. The rebels were on 
the defensive from the outset, and, 
although their flight might have 
been brought to an end more sum- 
marily had the Government forces 
been in more experienced hands, it 
would be unfair to compare a citizen 
soldiery of hardly two years stand- 
ing, with trained nffioero and iegl- 
ments of larger and older nations. 


Immediately 
the rebel leaders 


were captured the Government set 
about the formation of a Military 
Commission for the trial of the 
men captured in the field, and as 
many others who had knowledge 
of and assisted in instigating the 
movement, but who kept in the 
background hoping to escape the 
penalties of their guilty action and 
knowledge. 


The Military Commission began 


its sessions on Friday, January 
18th, and its work was practically 
finished on Friday, March 1st, at 
which time it had tried and rend- 
ered decisions on 190 cases of 
treason and misprision of treason. 
Thirteen of this number have yet 
to hear the sentence passed upon 
them. 


On February 27th, when the 


sentences of 149 prisoners had 
been made public, five had received 
sentences of ten years imprison- 
ment at hard labor; three, eight 
years; one, seven years; two, six 
years; and 122 five years. 
The 


majority of this "number were na- 
tives captured in the field, and the 
usual fine of $5000 was remitted, 
except in the cases of W. C. Lane, 
J C Lane, and ex-qreen Liliuoka- 
lani 
The sentences of fifty-eight 


were suspended and four were ac- 
quitted by the Commission. Those 
who acted as Government witnesses 
were given their liberty, also the 
body of natives who acted as guards 
at Washington 
Place 
The 
six 


leaders were each sentenced to 
thirty fivfi years hard labor with 
$10,DUO fn e, N o w i f i n and Bertel- 
miion

of those implicated in the plans of 
the rebels have accepted the alter- 
native offered by the Government 
and voluntarily left the country, to 
return when given permission by 
the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. 


The majority of the white men who 
have been connected with the re- 
bellion are either British subjects 
or have been known as English 
sympathizer". 


The present 
uprising, like all 


similar events "of late years, has 
been confined wholly to the island 
of Oabu, and with few exceptions 
to the close vicinity of the city of 
Honolulu. 
While royalist sympa- 


thizers of the other islands un- 
doubtedly had knowledge of the 
intended outbreak, no disposition 
was shown to take up arms and 
many have endeavored to cover 
their tracks by lately avowed loy- 
alty to the Republic. They, Jike 
others of their kind ia Honolulu, 
have accepted the lesson taught by 
the unswerving action of the Gov- 
ernment, and will be slow to be- 
come a party to any revolutionary 
movement for some time to come. 
They have come to know by what 
civil—and military, if necessary- 
strength the Republic of Hawaii is 
eeUblisbed, and are respectful ac- 
cordingly. 
While military vigi- 


lance still remains a necpssity, the 
Republic of Hawaii is on a gorjnd 
footing and its ability to, ad minis- 
ter equal rights to each and'every 
law-abiding citizen unquestioned. 


AMERICAN TRADE WITH CHINA 


Since the attention of the Ameri- 


can people has been directed to 
their interests in the countries bor- 
dering on the Pacific there baa, not 
unfrequently, arisen a discoverer 
of so-called "jingoism," whose in- 
clination is to belittle the necessity 
of his country taking an aggressive 
interest in affairs on this side of 
the world. Facts and figures re- 
garding American trade with China, 
given by Hon. W. C. Ford, cMef of 
the Bureau of Statistics at Wash- 


l ington, show 
that 
though 
the 


Cninaman is not classed as a de- 
sirable citizen for America, China 
furnishes a market for a consider- 
able amount of American products, 
and an interruption of the trade 
would be felt very seriously in 
many sections of the States. 


The principal exports to China 


are petroleum, cotton cloths and 
ginseng. In 1894 there were ex- 
ported 40,377,296 gallons of petro- 
leum valued at $2,435,794, and 
50,458,349 yards of cotton cloth of 
a value of $2,772,065. 
These two 


products account for $5,207,000 out 
of a total export 
to China of 


$5,800,000. The exports of ginseng 
during 1894 were 194,000 pounds, 
representing the value of $610,000. 


The imports from China 
are 


largely wool and tea, the United 
States 
during 
1893 
receiving 


20,744.689 pounds of wool valued 
at $1,811,427. The tea trade has 
been lessened by competition of 
the British Indian products.

to be put down as a kicker, but as 
long as the persons interested in 
the omnibus business intend cater 
ing to the public and their wishes, 
I think that they should consider 


the wants of their patrons rather 
thmi their personal differences. 


In I'eoriu, III., whore the 'bus 


lines are extended beyond the street 
car lines, the city council parsed 
un act which is not only fair to the 
owners of the 'busses, but to the 
traveling public more particularly 
The pubstance is as follows : 


"The time-table of departure and 


arrival from and to the several 
stands and places within the police 
district of 
— shall be regulat- 


ed by a time-table approved by the 
city council, copies of which shall 
be prepared by the 
person 
in 


authority, from whom a copy may 
be had on application:-Every driver 
who eball start or arrive at any 
public stand or place otherwise 
than in strict-accordance with such 
time-table, shall be guilty of an of- 
fense against this by-law. 


"Provided, That as occasions re- 


quire, any such time-table may be 
altered under, the like authority 
aforesaid. 
The first omnibus to 


start on one day shall be the last 
on tha next, and the others in their 
order, and each owner shall furnish 
an omnibus to perform the jour- 
neys in turn that fall to hi-ri, so as 
to keep a continuous routine daily." 


I hope that the press of Hawaii 


will take up this matter find bring 
it before the public, and I feol as- 
sured that if it is done in the right 
manner they will find that my 
ideas will be voiced by all who are 
dependent upon the 'busses as a 
means of getting down town in 
time to be at their places of busi- 
ness on time.

This noteworthy essay contains 


he detailed description of three 
keletons which have been found 
n the early pleistocene strata of 
fava, and which introduce to us a 
new species, which is also a new 
jenus and a new family, of the 
order of primates, placed between 
/he Siiniidtc and Hominidx,—in 
other words, apparently supplying 
the "missing link" between man 
and the higher apes which has so 
long and so anxiously been awaited. 


The material is sufficient for a 


close osteological comparison. The 
cubical capacity of the ekull is 
about two-thirds that of the human 
average. It is distinctly dolicho- 
cepalic, about 70°—and its norma 
verticalis astonishingly like that of 
the famous Neanderthal skull. The 
dental apparatus is still of the sim- 
ian type, but lees markedly BO than 
in other apes. 
The femora are sin- 


gularly human. 
They prove be- 


yond doubt 
that this creature 


walked constantly ou two legs, and 
when erect was quite equal in 
height to the average human male. 
Of the various differences which 
separate it from the highest apes 
and the lowest men, it may be said 
that they bring it closer to the 
latter than to the former.

covery is upon the original birth- 
place 
of 
the 
human 
race.

steps in the immediate geneal- 
ogy of our species were these: 
Prothylobates: Anthropopithecus Si-

More than fifty years ugo, among 


the many vessels which visited these 
Islands, none was better known tbuu 
the

uokalani.

other vessels be made trading voyages 
from Boston to Mexico, Kamchatka, 
China, Japan and various islands in 
the Pacific. He would frequently be 
absent two or three years on one of 
these trips, but invariably made Ho- 
nolulu his headfiuaiters, once in the 
Pacific. He would go up to Kam- 
chatka and trade merchandise and 
trinkets /or fuis and tkina. These be 
would take over to China and ex- 
change for f-ilks, teas, carved ivory 
ware and Chinefee curios of auy de- 
scription. On his way home he would 
drop in at Honolulu and lio a little 
trading 
here, taking 
tuudalwood, 
mats and any other articles of island 
produce he could obtain. Even at 
that time, however, saudalwood was 
getting scarce and more and more val 
uable. It is needless to say tlmt Cap- 
tain Dominis made money for his 
owners and himself in tliese long voy 
ages. 


Ou one of Lib voyage* h f t e lie 


brought his wife with iiim, and .she 
was- fo charmed with the climate ami 
beauty of Hawaii that she determined 
to remain here and give up the od 
home in Massachusetts.

about the year 1842, or possibly earlier. 


At this period in the history of Hon- 


olulu there was great jealousy and 
rivalry between the American arid

Dominis was making money and re- 
puted to be, worth much more than he 
really was, he coincided with her 
views and agreed to commence the 
erection of what was for many years 
tbe (iutwt residence in Honolulu. 


There were uo regular architects in 


the city in those days, but there were 
a fe\v good mechauics. One of these, 
by name Isaac Adams, was selected 
by Captain Domimsto draw tbe plans 
and superintend tbe construction of 
the new house. That he was compet- 
ent to (ill the position is apparent to 
any one who will take the pains to 
inspect the premises as the writer has 
done. 


The foundations of the house, which 


are of coral, were laid sometime about 
the year 1842, but the house Itself was 
not completed until tbe beginning of 
tbe year 
1846. During toe period 


from the commencement to the com- 
pletion of the bouse, the old captain 
made several voyages, always bring- 
ing two or three thousand dollars with 
him as the net results. This was In- 
vested in the house immediately after 
his arrival. Several times during the 
construction of the building Adams 
was forced to quit work for want of 
funds to pay Ms workmen, who, by 
the way, were all natives, but when- 
ever Captain Dominis sighted port 
money was always forthcoming to 
pay up back wages and resume work. 


About the beginning of the year 1846 


the house was completed and Captain 
Dorainis sailed for China In the brig 
William Neilson, on a general trading 
voyage, but more especially for tbe 
purpose of 
purchasing 
handsome 


Chinese-made furnitrre for his new 
house. He sailed from Honolulu on 
August 5,1846, accompanied by United 
States Commissioner George Brown. 
This individual during the two or three 
years he occupied his position had 
kept the whole community la hot 


beir uppurtnt to the liironc' 


dunvh.y her title fioiri he 
mother, who was u high obiefeus. Her 
baptismal name us recorded la Lydiu 
Kumukaehu Llliuokalanl, but tine< 
her accession to the throne tbe two 
former names have been dropped. 


Through the courtesy of tbe ex- 


queen's representative, an ADVEK- 
IMSKB reporter was enabled to pay an 
extended visit to Washington Place a 
few days t>iuce. The house, although 
now more than fifty years old, will 
compare most favorably with any in 
Honolulu. Indeed, for actual com- 
fort and convenience, there is not a 
residence in tbe city to compare with 
U. Old man Adams, although only a 
common mechanic, had the brains of 
an architect, and bis work is In exist- 
ence to show it, not only In the Wash- 
ington Place house, but in others that 
were erected shortly afterward. 


Entering the house froua Beretauia 


street, nearly opposite the Central 
Union Church-, the visitor will find 
himself in a wide hallway extending 
through the entire length of tbe build- 
Ing. 
From this hallway a staircase 
leads to the upper story. This stair- 
case Is worthy of special mention. It 
is constructed of koa wood from top to 
bottom, the work being done by na- 
tive mechanics. It 
will 
compare 


favorably with the same class of work 
in any part of the known world. The 
balustrades and top rail are light and 
airy in their character, but are in as 
good condition today as when first put 
up. The stairs are handsomely car- 
peted as a matter of course, but to 
look at the 
woodwork one would 


imagine 
they 
had

bnilt 
a few months. This will 


apply 
to 
the 
whole 
building— 


everything about itbeing of the most 
durable and solid order—even tbe 
Venetian blinds, old fashioned binges, 
etc., being in perfect condition today, 
although a modern architect would 
look at them with scorn. 


On the left of the hallway are two 


large rooms, the first of which was 
used as a sitting room by Mrs. Dom- 
inis and the second as a bedroom. 
The former is handsomely furnished, 
every article being manufactured of 
native woods with the exception of a 
few Chinese cabinets of ironwood. 
Conspicuous in this room is the pri- 
vate desk of her ex-majesty In which 
was found the diary and other incrim- 
inating papers ^examined by Chief

In 
these, as In every room of tbe htjuse, 
with the exception of the main draw- 
ing room, the furniture Is of native 
manufacture, and us serviceable >oday 
as when it was made fifty years at;o.

various pictures, statuettes, objects of 
art and curiosities 
In this house. 


The writer spent two hours there and 
saw only a small portion of them. The 
hallways and rooms are adorned with 
pictures, notably two oil paintings of 
the ex-Governor, and a number of cer- 
tificates, in handsome frames, of his 
exalted rank in Masonry, to which he 
had attained the highest degrees.

If there ever was any one thing upon 


which God might eel his seal of approval 
and which men might agree to bleas and 
he thankful for, it is the increasing at- 
tention which is being paid of late \ears 
to the study of childhood and the fuller 
consecration of women to its service. 


Friedrieh Froebel, the prophet of the 


new educational era, in a private latter, 
written in 1847, says: "All process de- 
pends on that of education ; and no edu- 
cation, least of all that of infanc/, can 
(1 spense with the active co-operation of 
women, who should have a full oompre- 
Jiension of their 
natural calling—the- 


care of cliildhood. Women are not as 
yet acquainted even with the prelimi- 
naries of the educ-ition of man, which 
ignorance causes th^rn to expect that the 
superficial educators of youth should 
make goort again what the mothers have 
spoiled. This evil we have to overcome, 
and I know of no other means BO thor- 
ough and certain to effect their purpose 
as the kindergarten. 
Let young women 


go tbere and see tbe development of 
Child-life going on before their eyes, no- 
ticing and understanding the laws and 
wo> kings of it." 


Tne n suits of education undoubtedly 


depend on ils beginnings, and these are 
. in the hands of women. Here, at leastv 
is a partial solution of the vexed wrunan 
question which does not restrict woman's 
sphere, Dnt enlarges it, rather, calling 
her more earnestly to become wiser, 
higher, better, stronger, the equal of 
man, destined, as she is, to become the 
mother and fuel educator of men. If 
any one fears tuat "h'gher education'" of 
any sort—college training or any ad- 
vanced study, addressing the dry bones 
of the intellect rather that the spirit- 
will nnfit women for the duties that in- 
evitably lie before most of them, he will 
see in the attempt of the kindergarten to 
unite broad mental training with sweety 
.gentle heart-culture a certain corrective, 
if any be needed. 
(Men are so anxious, 


by tbe way, teat women should be too 
'"strong-minded." I wonder it seldom 
occurs 10 them to worry lest they be too 
•u>ea& micded ) 


It ia' not enough that divine ideas— 


man gotten, so they say—ihonld exist in 
the world; there moat be tbe necessary 
devotion, endurance and f elf-sacrifice to 
-carry them out, and this is the tabk of 
women. We are training oar girls too 
much like celibates at present, and if I 
bad the eloqience to prove that every 
woman should finish her education by 
one or two years' contemplation and 
study of childhood and its needs, I 
should feel tnat I had done an inestima- 
ble service to humanity. 
Herbert Spen- 


cer says truly that almost tbe only voca- 
tion for which woman is s-ldom wisely 
fitted is tbe one which she generally 
assumes, that of tbe child's first educa- 
tor. ''Is it that this responsibility is bat 
a remote contingency ? On the contrary, 
it is certain to devolve en nine out of ten. 
Is it that the discharge of it is easy ? 
Certainly not; of all functions which the 
adult has to mlGll, it is the most difficult. 
Is it that each may be trusted, by s-lf- 
inetruction to fit biros- 'I or herself for 
the offii-e of parent? No; not only is the 
neO'1 of such self-instruction unrecog- 
nized, but the compli-xity of the subject 
renders it the one cf all others in which 
self-instruction is least likely to succeed " 


"The subject which includes all other 


BuVjectB," sajs the great philosopher, 
"and therefore the Bubj-ct in which a 
woman's education should culminate, is 
therTheory and Practice of Education." 


In truth what women are most defi- 


cient in lor the due working-out cf their 
heaven-born mission, is not the sense of 
duty, still less the love, bat the sense of 
its real importance and tbe knowledge 
fitting tnem to fulfill it, 
iroebel, after 
years of- striving and tbongbt, turned 
from the schools to the nurseries, and 
frvortbe professors to the mothers. 


And tiuly this work which he com- 


mends among the little children of tbe 
land, in borne and kin ergarten and 
school, bWses everyone that touches it, 
him tuat gives and him that Takes. 


'I o make children happy gladdens all 


human hearts; to be with them to work 
for them, is like sitting in tbe sunshine 
and Froebel has helped us to understand 
and educate them wisely, besides mak- 
ing them happy. He who was left a 
motherless bat>e, who became an orphan 
youth and a childless man,has bt-qurathed 
to the children what is indeed a priceless 
legacy, and every true, higu-minded 
woman should constitute herself exe< u- 
trix that each of these li tie ones may 
receive his rightful inheritance. It is 
impossible for such a woman to s'ndy 
Froebrl and be any hing but earnest, for 
he fl.ls one with divine enrhn-naam for 
childhood 'bat makes one lorg, unspeak- 
ably, to guide and guard it rightly. 


We are most of us accustomed now to 


value kindergarten work an an educa- 
tion il force at tbe beginning of a child'H 
life in the nursery and ecnool; w-. are 
pn-tt. well convinced of its mighty 
power as a means of reaching the chil- 
dren of the masses in. .philanthropic 
ways, by teaching thenr^t the ou set 
what is good, beautiful and true, as wvll 
as by (jiving the dormant faculties a spur 
to higher action; hut what we do not 
fully understand, I think, ia what th a 
kind of work Is Uoinif for wo» en—for the 
daughters, the future mothers of tne na- 
tion. It is givinjz them ne* and conse- 
ciated views of childhood and mother- 
hood, as well as of the profession of 
teaching; giving thwu a method o£ ^lo- 
cation after nature's own heart, which 
they may nee in the "sweet pa/e corner 
of the household fii*," i>ehind th« t,eadn 
of their own children, or for tli« children 
of others 
Dr. Win T. Harris, onr 


United BuUs CotiiDji|kioner of Kdnrn 
Won, says: "There i»rio pfcilosoohy for 
lie jonng woman to be cote pared with 


the philosophy that Froebel lias put into 
his work with the children." Arid at»tiin 
iie writes 
"Perhaps the greatest merit 


of Froebel's system is found in the fact 
that it furnishes a deep philosophy lor 
the teachers. 
Most pedagogic works 


furnish only a code of management fur 
the school room. Froebel gives a view 
of the world ia substantial agreement 


i with the spiritual systems of philosophy 
that have prevailed in all times. It is, I 
am persuaded, this fact that explains the 
almost fanatical zt-al of his folio were, 
and, what is far more significant, the 
fact that those who read his work an* al- 
ways growing in insight, and in power of 
higher achievement. 


When Dr. Harris, educator, philoso- 


pher and metaphysician speaks thus, we 
may be well assured that kindergarten 
training has, indeed, a 
well-defined 


Value in mind and soul culture. 


Froebsl, more than any other educa- 


tor, perhaps, satisfies the soul as well as 
the mind of tbe-student. Many other 
men preceded him, be was only the out- 
growth of his time; but be reduced theo- 
ries to practice and iransported tbe vague 
and shadowy dreams of other educators 
into a rich world of reality. Th-re can 
be no happier people than those who be- 
lieve in Kroebel's principles 
They have 


a beacon star of faith in their work— 
faith in the universality and immutabil- 
ity of the law of love when it is applied 
intelligently, faith .in childhood and its 
original purity, faith in humanity and its 
ultimate destiny. 


To those who study this new education 


life in no longer a mystery. Many a girl 
has said, when the purpose of the km- 
derg-irten ba^an to dawn upon her, that 
she tbeu flrtt understood the meaning of 
life. Can there be a more eloquent com- 
mentary ou the value of the study when 
such an exclamation is heard from a 
young girl just entering life, with all its 
hopes and enchainments shining before 
In r eyes? 


The fact that the kindergarten is in 


truth a school of life for women is as yet 
but imperfectly -understood 
At the 


graduation exercises of a training school 
which I attended last year a gentleman 
eat beside me who appeared much inter- 
ested in the occasion. 
At the close of 


the programme he remaiked to me, and 
I quote the remark because it is one 
which is often made: ' This class of 
young women senna so charming- and in- 
telligent one cannot but regret that their 
teacher's devotion and their own talents 
should be so largely lost, for I suppose 
m< st of them will marry in a few years, 
and like their piaoo-playini; and their 
Frereh, this newly acquired knowledge 
will be quickly dropped." 


"My dear sir," 1 replied, "you cannot 


have a conception of what kindergarten 
training means 
I pappose inauy of 


these young women 
will marry.

They are not vowed to 


c-libacy. as far i\s I am awure, and a 
man would be bliod and f-tu id indeed 
who could pass them by, but the beauty 
of kind-rgarten training is this—it will 
not only make them better kindwgart- 
ners and teachers and governease", but 
better sisters, better wives and mothers, 
yes, and sweeter, raoie cheerful old 
maids, simply because it makes them 
beiter women " 


This was all my answer at the time, 


but 1 might have gone on to say—the 
training, if it be true training, no ad- 
dres es 
the deepest, tru-st, instincts 


of women that its bold grows more and 
more irresistable the farther the student 
advances. 
An idea, a conception, it is 


so large, so many sided, that year after 
year, as one bonds her energies to its full 
comprehension, she finds that what she 
saw at first was but a dim outline of the, 
real thing, as the landscape that looked 
blurred and -confused in the morning 
mist grows ever clearer under the rays of 
the noon-day sun. 
It has that ii it 


which ought to make a woman more 
thoughtful, broad-minded, earnest logi- 
cal, original, f elf-reliant and patient. If 
it does not then the soil is too barren for 
the growth of such sweet flowers, but at 
any rate the nature vi ill be enriched un- 
der it* iufluencj, girish thoughtlessness 
and frivolty; slips off like an outer gar- 
ment and the true woman stands re- 
vealed, bright, earnest, tender, strong— 
not perfect, but longing to be and tn ing 
to be—a woman who has lived wi'h chil- 
dren, beloved because she tms loved, pet- 
ting because sh* ha-t given, growing be- 
cause she has lived, developing because 
she has thought, happy becinse she has 
conferred happiness, good, or at least 
better, through trying to make others 
be'ter 


No woman need be ashamed of enthu- 


siasm in Such a wo- k, though her enthn- 
eiasm must always be tempered with dis- 
cretion and earnestness 
She must be- 


lieve in her vocation with all her heart 
and foster the deep conviction that she 
has- her hand on one of the levers which 
is going to move thtt world toward God's 
hope and thought of it. 
If we love the 


al.'-good first aid best, our life-work, 
small or large next, and pat into it all 
the grace and force of a sweet and strong 
womanhood, then and then only, can we 
draw others to a higher level than the 
one we stand upon,,that 
"The good begun by tis may onward flow 
In many a branching stream and wider 
grow." 


Never tell us, then, dear masculine 


critics, that this sort of work will be 
»asted on our daughters should they 
marry instead of using it aa a means of 
livelihood, but rather apply yourselves 
diligently to tbe creation of some-sort of 
training school for young men, that the 
fathers of the future may keep pace in 
their development thb future mothers. 


This kindergarten work which we so 


prize aod which we so commend^to the 
study of women is"not by any means a 
perfect thing-as yet, but we feel that it is 
planted in the right soil and that it has 
tbe power to grow. It is full of eager 
life and aspiration and teachableness; it 
is often misunderstood, misinterpreted, 
misapplied, but its destiny is that of all 
truth—it may be delayed, it cannot be 
prevented. 


The patient stud? cf little children 


may not pe«-m a brilliant vocation to the 
fin dc siecle gitl, but in the revolt of the 
d .uuhttini that forms tt e present theme 
of English and American literature you 
will seldom Bee any direct shirking or 
belittling of maternal responsibilities. 
The "revolting daughter" wants to be 
free; she wants to ride anrt drive, hunt 
and fiah, fi^ht and preach, ki 1 and cure, 
serve on a jury and vote for her candi- 
date, but af cr «H she seldom wants to 
he envthing better thu.n a woman, i( 
th.-re ig anything better. 


When I spent of the kindergarten an 


a school of life for women I am not it-le- 
gating them to life spent in the 
corner, I am only urging that 
of all subjects should not bo excluded 
from thei/ curriculum. 


We have not ax yet the ideal training 


sch»'l for women, nor have we the ideal 
kiiifinr|rnrteo tor little ehlldmn, aa Froe- 
bel meant it, partly because we have not 


the ideal kindorgurtner who must first 
he the ideal womuu. She, aluB' is not 
born yet, though uhe is going to be some- 
time, and the kindergarten influence is 
one of the kind fariea who will lavi«h 
good gifts upon her when ouce BDP romes 
luto the world.—Kute Douglas Wij^ui 
in Table Talk.

Olaa }'lauiriM \r«t Not Jualoua, but <>u 


the Cuutrary Are Willing to I)l««em 
Inato Any Information In 3heir FOB- 
*ea«lon <i«u«ral 
Tiotvg 
on 
Coflee, 


Mr. J. T. Lewis, one o( the Olaa 


coffee growers, arrived in Honolulu 
by the Kinau yesterday afternoon. 
He Is down for a abort visit to his 
family. 
In an interview with the 


gentleman last evening, a representa- 
tive of this paper was given many 
points of interest relating to that dis- 
trict. 


"Olaa is certainly growing beyond 


the expectations of the 
most san- 


guine," said Mr. Lewis, "acd In a 
very few years we hope to have quite 
11 llnle town there. 


"Tbe weather for tbepast two weeks 


has been everything that could be de- 
sired in all respects but the supply of 
water. The ground at Olaa, \vi ll stand 
500 Inches of rain a year. We abso- 
lutely need from 175 to 200 inches. 
In 
January of 1894 we had thirty-five 
Inches andin tbe same month this year 
we only got five inches. The weather 
during the last two months has been 
too dry, but the coffee is doing most 
admirably under the circumstances. 


"During the last mouth or so the 


temperature has averaged about 65 °, 
which, taken in connection with the 
fact that there -are no mosquitos, 
makes Olaa a most desirable place in 
which to live. 


"I believe that coffee can be raised 


anywhere upon the islands where the 
pahoehoe is not found. It is a mis- 
take to suppose that Olaa and a few 
other favored spots are the only places 
where tbe cheilshed plants will grow. 
Oahu even, Is a good place. 
The soli 


of the islands seems peculiarly adapt- 
ed to tbe growth of coffee. 


"At present tbe coffee growers at 


Olaa are not sure about tbe manner in 
which 
they will 
distribute 
their 


plants," ou account of tbe conditions 
of the climate. It is reasonably cer- 
tain, however, that they will be plant- 
ed cluser together. 


"Iu the last two years tMlre has been 


a wonderful advance in tbe methods 
used in the planting and growing of 
coffee. This is on aceount of the deep 
study that has been given the subject. 
Iu each succeding year the experi- 
ence of the preceeding Is takeu ad- 
vantage of, resulting iu better returns 
from time to time. 


"It is a mistaJke that the people of 


Olaa try to keep to tiiem»«elves every- 
thing they know atrout coffee. Such 
a report had in some unaccountable 
way gained ground in tbls city, but I 
wish to make an emphatic denial of 
anything of tbe kind. I have been 
right in tho'Cnldst of tbe coffee grow- 
ers and know them for a set-of men 
who are willing to give each other 
the points they have learned about 
coffee 
growine 
in 
order 
that 


such knowledge "may be of benefit to 
all. They are men of wide experience 
from the States, as a general thing, 
and" recognize the value of co-opera- 
tion. 


"There is a great demand for land 


in tbe vicinity of Olaa at the present 
time. The places on the Volcano road 
all being taken up, those on the side 
roads leading from tbe main one are 
being cultivated a. mile back. The 
soil Is all about tbe same, and every 
one bas an equal chance. 


'Olaa is beginning to import her 


supplies. Not long ago 'a large cargo 
of general merchandise was brought 
from San Francisco to Hilo by a sail- 
ing vessel for a number of persons in 
Olaa, who thought they could pet 
tfttegs cheaper in this way and who 
were not mistaken in their belief. 
This action on the part of the Olaa 
coffee-growers has made Hilo open Its 
eyes and 'get a hustle on itself.' 


'I believe there Is a great future in 


store for Olaa. What with the ad- 
vantages of the climate and soil, and 
tbe class of men who have taken hold 
of the coffee industry, there can be no 
doubt of success. Everything is being 
carried on In a practical and system 
atlc manner. No haphazard banging 
away without auy special end in view 
can be found in Olaa now. Every- 
thing is done 'to count.' "

without a grain of salt.
